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IN SHIPYARD EYE-CASES 


Ship Building Company Is Liable For 
Medical Treatment of Painter 


Thousands of workers in bay area shipyards and war indus- 
tries who have suffered from widespread and contagious eye 
infection described as “‘kerato conjunctivitis’ will benefit by the 
decision handed down last week by the industrial accident com- 


mission when it awarded weekly benefit payments to a number 
of men represented by thee 


California State Federation of 


Labor. No attorney fees are 
being charged the men in- 
volved, as the federation is 


footing all the bills for legal ser- 
vice connected with their cases. 


Stating that the disease is a 
compensable injury under the Cali- 
fornia workmen's compensation act 
and that workers must be provided 
adequate medical treatment and be 
paid weekly indemnity for time dis- 
abled, the industrial accident com- 
mission thereby ruled favorably on 
the contentions advanced by the 
California State Federation of La- 
bor. 

All of the workers who were 
represented by the federation were 
employed at the Bethlehem Steel 
company shipbuilding division, 
where, it is estimated, nearly 400 
employes were affected. 

Cases In Other Yards 

Thousands of other cases devel- 
oped in other shipyards in the area, 
and as a result of their infection, 
the men lost considerable time 
from their work. The California 
State Federation of Labor took 
over a number of cases without any 
charge whatsoever to the appli- 
cants for compensability, as it 
wanted to get a favorable ruling so 
that all the men in the shipyards 
would benefit from it and be pro- 
tected. 


In the course of the federation’s 
campaign in behalf of the shipyard 
workers, the inadequate care and 
treatment of workers suffering in- 
juries by the first aid stations of 
the company was uncovered. In 
the interests of the health of the 
workers and of uninterrupted pro- 
duction in the yards, the federa- 
tion, although happy over the com- 
mission’s ruling, will not be satis- 


in the amount of the award given 
as determined by the difference in 
time lost from work by the respec- 
tive applicants, The decision ran as 
follows: 


“I. Herbert Levin, while em- 
ployed as a ship painter during 
the month of December, 1941, 
at San Francisco, California, by 
Bethlehem Steel company, ship- 
building division, sustained in- 
jury arising out of and in the 
course of his employment as 
follows: While working in the 
shipyards of said defendant, 
Bethlehem Steel company, ship- 
building division, contracted a 
contagious eye disease known 
as ‘kerato conjunctivitis,’ which 
was then epidemic in the ship- 
yards of sald defendant, Bethle- 
hem Steel company, shipbuild- 
ing division. The employer was 
self-insured at said time, and 
all parties were then subject 
to the provisions of the work- 
men’s compensation insurance 
and safety laws of the state of 
California. 

“2. Said injury caused total 
temporary disability continu- 
ing from December 20, 1941, to 
and including January 5, 1942 

. exclusive of the waiting 
period of 7 days... 

“3. Defendant, Bethlehem 
Steel company, shipbuilding di- 
vision, is liable for the reason- 
able cost of medical treatment 
which is necessary to cure and 
relleve applicant from the ef- 
fects of his injury. 
“Supplemental award will issue 

for bills not included herein unless 
the parties are able to adjust same 
without further proceedings.”

OF SCHEDULE, SAYS WAR CHIEF 


PATTERSON LAYS BEFORE SENATE COMMITTEE REPORT 


SHOWING WORKERS HAVE MAGNIFICENTLY 
RESPONDED TO THE NATION'S NEED 


Men who have made the welkin 
ring with charges that workers 
have retarded the defense program 
owe an apology to those whom 
they have been 
Slandering. It 
is unlikely, how- 
ever, that they will 
have the decency 
to admit their er- 
ror, even 
face of official 
disclosures that 
their wild state- 


ments were without the slightest 
foundation. 
Instead of lagging, the defense 


program has gone ahead farther 
than even the most optimistic had 
dared hope for, Under-Secretary of 
War Robert P. Patterson told the 
senate appropriations committee 
recently.

In Favor of 
Teamsters 


ANTI-RACKET ACT 
DOES NOT APPLY 
IN LABOR CASES 


The U. S. supreme court 
ruled Monday that the federal 
anti-racketeering act did not 
apply to members of a labor 


union who, the justice depart- 
ment alleged, required owners of 
trucks entering New York city 
from out of the state to pay a 
union member to drive and wnload 
the trucks within the city. 

Justice Byrnes delivered the 6 to 
1 decision, applying specifically to 
Local No. 807 of the Internationa! 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauf- 


feurs, Stablemen and Helpers of 
America, and 26 individual mem-| 
bers. 


“Congress,” Byrnes said, “in- 
tended to leave unaffected the 
ordinary activities of labor un- 
ions... . The test must there- 
fore be whether the particular 
activity was among or is akin 
to labor union activities with 
which congress must be taken 
to have been familiar when this 
measure was enacted. Accept- 
ing payments even where ser- 


vices are refused is such an 
activity.” 

Unions Not Involved 
Byrnes said the tactics of the 


teamsters were not “the activities 
of predatory criminal gangs of the 


Kelly and Dillinger types at which 
the act was aimed” but “on the 
contrary they are among those 
practices of labor unions which 
were intended to remain beyond its 
ban.” 

“This does not mean,” the ma- 
jority opinion added, “that such 
activities are beyond the reach of 
federal legislative control. Nor does 


it mean that they need go unpun- 
ished. The power of state and local 
authorities to punish acts of vio- 
lence is beyond question. It is not 
diminished or affected by the cir- 
cumstances that the violence may 
be the outgrowth of a labor dis- 
pute. The use of violence disclosed 
by this record is plainly subject to 
the ordinary criminal law.”

The “hot cargo and secondary 
boycott” bill, known as Senate Bill 
877, was sponsored by the associ- 
ated farmers of California, it is 
said. This bill is most vicious in 
seope and if passed would outlaw 
labor unions in California. 

Organized labor members well 
remember the viciousness of the 
industrial association from 1921 to 
19384 wherein materials were re- 
fused to jobs operating strictly 
union and the employers were 
forced to accept non-unionists for 
every unionist employed on the 
job. 

The vicious system lasted until 
1934 or until the Wagner act was 
adopted by congress. Since then 
the industrial association and the 
associated farmers, an offshoot of 
the association, have been using 
their influence at the state legis- 
lature in supporting laws detri- 
mental to organized labor.

Millions of AFL workers throughout the nation heard their 
chief, William Green, pledge in their behalf in a special broad- 
cast that they would help America win the war by purchasing 
a billion dollars worth of defense bonds and stamps this year. 

Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau, Jr., speaking 
on the same program, called the AFL drive “a magnificent 
example to the whole country’ and emphasized that it repre- 
sents the largest single pledge of funds to come from any group.

unions and their members already have purchased more than 
200 million dollars worth of defense bonds and stamps. 

He pointed out that the billion-dollar goal means that each | 
individual AFL member will have to buy at least $3.85 worth | 
of bonds and stamps each week this year out of his or her wages 
and savings. 

“T firmly expect every union worker under the banner of the 
American Federation of Labor to arrange to do this before the |

strike—for the duration of the war, they expect a square deal from 
employers, the public and the government. 

In one respect this has been assured by the creation of the war labor 
board by President Roosevelt, as recommended by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. Labor relies upon this board to safeguard its rights, 
now that it has voluntarily surrendered the strike weapon and has 
agreed to settle all disputes by peaceful means. 

But we are sorry to say that many employers and big-money interests 
generally, are not playing the game. They are seeking, contrary to the 
President’s express desires, to take advantage of labor’s position. 

Knowing that labor has pledged itself not to strike under any circum- 
stances, some employers are refusing to bargain in good faith. They turn 
a deaf ear to all requests for wage increases, despite swelling profits 
and booming production. They blind themselves to labor’s just right to 


shop. They are even attempting to break down standards set in exist- 
ing contracts when they come up for renewal. 

That is dirty pool and the pity of it is that the press is actively en- 
gaged in helping the perpetrators of such mean tactics. They jump on 
labor unions with both feet at every opportunity and completely ignore 


Dangerous Tactics 

The newspapers are playing a sinister role in the present anti-labor 
campaign. When such labor-haters as Rep. Howard W. Smith of Vir- 
ginia come to the fore with vengeful and reprehensible legislation pro- 
posals aimed at the destruction of all labor protective laws, they get 
columns of favorable publicity. Every ranting and empty-headed con- 
gressman who takes a crack at the workers gets a pat on the back from 
the press 

This is a dangerous thing. Nothing is better calculated to arouse the 
resentment of workers than unmerited denunciation. Nothing is more 


coming week is over,”’ he declared. “Your local union and your 
employer will be glad to help you. 

“I am confident that every member of the AFL will live up| 
to this patriotic obligation and even go beyond it to assure the 
success of our vital campaign.” 

Mr. Green emphasized that AFL workers are united by the 
single determination to win the war. They realize more than 
other citizens the terrible issues at stake, he said. 

“For if the cause of democracy goes down to defeat,’ Mr. 
Green explained, “they can look forward only to becoming | 
coolies for Japanese war lords or slaves to Hitler.” 

It takes money to win wars, just as much as ‘blood, sweat 
and suffering,’ Mr. Green pointed out. He said it would bank- 
rupt the nation to attempt to finance the 56 billion dollar victory 
production program by taxes. The government must borrow 
this money, he stressed, and workers can help Uncle Sam by 
buying bonds with their spare dollars. 

“T make this earnest appeal to the five million members of 
the American Federation of Labor—let not one of you fail to 
heed your country’s call!’ é 

“Today, as you toresaw, the tide of fascist conquest and | 
barbarism is sweeping the whole world,” he said. “This evil 
thing in field gray uniform and hobnail boots is creeping up, 
even on us in our sheltered continent. It has broke loose on 
both sides of us. 

“We know that we are not safe, even here in America. 

‘As I have said repeatedly, this is not a token war. It cannot 
be fought or won by token effort. It is a war of desperate 
seriousness. It is so serious that it allows no margin of safety 
for any of us.”

DEMAND THE UNION LABEL 


State Federation Says There 
Is Job, Not Labor, Shortage - 


Statement Made Before State Senate 


Committee on Economic Planning 


In the first of a series of hear- 
ings held by the state senate 
interim committee on economic 
planning, which was created by the 
last special session of the state 
legislature, representatives of labor 
drove home with force the im- 
portance of maintaining all of the 
social gains won by organized labor 
and, the need of greater coopera- 
tion from industry to help unravel 
the many complicated knots tying 
up the much needed uninterrupted 
flow of war industry. 


The California State Federation 
of Labor emphatically denied that 
there was a labor shortage, but 
maintained that there was a job 
shortage instead, Testimony from 
representatives of other branches 
of labor movements was to the 
same effect. Many instances were 
cited of the employers’ complete 
disregard of labor’s proposals to 
add to greater efficiency of produc- 
tion. 

Chiseling On Agreements 

That many if the employers 

were seeking to exploit the war 


were responsible for labor short- 
ages, which were being accentuated 
by the increased war production, 
was another point brought out as it 
affected farm labor in California. 

As long as wages were so de- 
plorably out of line with the gen- 
eral levels raised by war industry, 
and with living conditions so abom- 
inable, the federation insisted that 
there could be no relief for the 


labor shortage or job shortage as 
it pertains to farm labor, but of 
the low wages paid and the rotten 
conditions of work and living main- 
tained in these areas. 
More Hearings 

In California large-scale farming 
is more developed than in any 
other state of the union. Therefore 
the lowering of utility costs, easing 
of mortgage and interest payments 
and the loosening up of monopoly 
| prices are some of the ways in 
which the farmer could be helped 
to meet the higher competition of 
wages created by the war indus- 
tries. 

More hearings will be held by 
the committee if the money for its 
expense can be raised.
